N ex t disturbance w ill reach Pacific coast 
about 14, cross w est of Rockies country by close of 15, great 


central valleys 17 to 19, eastern states 20. 
W arm w ave will cross 
west of Rockies about 14, great central valleys 16, eastern states 
18. 
Cool w ave w ill cross west of R ockies about 17, great cen­ 


tral valleys 19, eastern states a i. 
T h is five-day w eather period w ill develop great intensities 
and severe weather events. 
First indications w ill be a day or 
tw o of m oderate, pleasing w eather followed by a day of very 
high tem peratures, then threatening and then a cold 
w ave and 


blizzard. 
Probabilities are that the central portions of the w eather 
features w ill com e in through B. C ., M anitoba, down the M is­ 


souri R iver, up the O hio throngh N ew Y o rk and Pennsyvania 


and the N ew E ngland States. 
T h e best I can do is to advise all to prepare for severe w in­ 
ter storm s of an extrem e character. 
Som e places w ill not get 


the disagreable features but I expect the whole continent to feel 
the effects of this great disturbance. 
B y w atching the daily papers you can keep trace of these 
great w eather disturbances w hich m ay come a little ahead or a 
little behind m y dates. 
B y w eather features I mean warm 
w aves, cold w aves, blizzards, cloud belts, rain, sleet, snow, etc. 
F ollow ing N ov. 10 w ill come a few days of m oderate w eath­ 
er and this w ill give an opportunity to prepare for tw o or three 
w eeks of very bad w eather in many sections of this continent. 
Last half of N ovem ber w ill try your endurance, and Decem ber 


w ill come in w ith extrem ely bad weather. 
I expect the w eather bureau to hang out its danger signals 
as this disturbance approaches but at this tim e it is not practical 


to locate dangerous storm s longer in advance. 
H urricanes in 
the southern seas and great storm s on the continent break 
up 
the usual w eather features to such an exten t that it is more dif­ 
ficult to m ake good long rauge forecasts. 
D on’ t forget to e x ­ 


pect the disturbance earlier on the w est side of the continent 
than in the east. 
The eastward drift of the w eather features is 


about 500 miles a day.
